The darkened area A represents where the outwardly extending member 
of the inner closure mechanism of the locking flap would need to be so as to 
aligned above the inwardly extending member of the lid when the inwardly 
extending member of the lid is received by the inwardly recessed pocket. There 
is no teaching to add an outwardly extending member at this location so as to 
provide the "two-way" locking mechanism that is claimed. Accordingly, the 
claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
